Down Decision in Allis 


Case That Will Be 


Far Reaching 


The Supreme court today de- 


cided that insurance is taxable as 
part of the estate of a deceased per- 
son in the case of the tax commis- 
sion against Sarah B. Allis benefi- 
ciary of the Charles Allis estate in 
Milwaukee. 
Chief Justice Siebeck- 


er wrote the opinion. 


In holding that insurance was 


taxable as inheritance Justice Sie- 
beckcr stated that "the result of 
buying these policies by the husband 
Is that he in 
a proper 
and legal 


sense transferred 
to his widow a 


substantial part of the estate and 
hence is one that the legislature had 
the power to tax." 


The decision 
is of far 
reaching 


consequence inasmuch as it involves 
several million dollars of insurance 
which is transferred 
through 
in- 


heritance. 


The Allis estate involved |306,- 


000 of insurance with which 
ex- 


emptions amounted to $271,626 that 
was taxed by the-commission. The 
county court of Milwaukee county 
held that constitutionally insurance

Supreme Court Holds Rail 


Commission Without 


Authority 


The Railroad commission has no 


authority to order a municipality to 
provide adequate utility service if by 
so doing.the constitutional limitation 
of 5 per cent on bonded indebtedness 
is exceeded, the Supreme court de- 
cided Wednesday in dismissing the 
sase of the state against the _city 
of Portage. 


The commission had ordered the 


city of Portage to bond for $80,000 
to, extend its water plant. This the 
city refused to do on the ground that 
it would result in exceeding the con- 
stitutional limit on bonded indebted- 
ness. 
Authority of the railroad com- 


mission to order a city to exceed its 
bonded indebtedness was contested 
by the City of Portage when it re- 
fused to issue 
$80,000 
worth of 


stocks called for by the commission 
ns necessary to create a water sup- 
ply system sufficient to take care 
of the needs of the city. 
!Upon complaint' that 
the city 


•waterworks was unable to supply 
proper service to all of the citizens, 
the railroad 
commission 
ordered 


Portage lo bond itself for an addi- 
tional $50,000 to enlarge the plant. 


This order was contested by the 


city on the ground that it would 
then exceed its constitutional limi- 
tations of 5 per cent indebtedness 
snd that it could not comply with 
the order as a result.

Our farmers have solved the problem of pro- 


duction at a minimum cost per unit of labor. 
We have increased production and tho farmer 
has generously responded to the nation's call, 
but the more tho farmer produced the greater 
ha* been his loss for the prices have been ham- 
mered down at the marketing end for the pro- 
ducers and forced up at the retail end until tho 
consumer, rebels and cannot afford to buy the 
ordinary necessities of life.

lation if agriculture was afforded anything- like 
the aid and encouragement she, from her rank, 
is entitled te> receive. 


Agriculture is on the decline, is rapidly de- 


creasing, proper credit is not available for the 
farmer's needs, agriculture has, during the past 
year, been discriminated against by financial 
interests including even the Federal Reserve 
Bank while the Federal Land Loan Bank was - 
tied up by its opponents.

Here we have just a few of the many hin- 


drances to a proper development of a profit- 
able agriculture that can function under exist- 
ing conditions. I have not the time to go fur- 
ther into details, but I trust some of the keen 
young minds among my hearers will familiar- 
ize themselves with these and other agricultural 
and rural problems. 


There is no finer field for service when ap- 


proached from the angle and viewpoint of the 
farmer and not from the angle of the grain ex- 
changes or the group who profit at the expense 
of the farmer and to tho detriment of society 
and the nation. 


During the war the price of the farmer's 


staple crop of wheat which determines the price 
for all other cereals was, by order of the Gov- 
ernment, fixed while the price of all products 
required by the famer was unregulated and 
unlike other manufacturers he made no great 
money, only a fair profit taken as a whole, and 
now with his 1920 crop he was forced to pro- 
duce it on a high cost basis and then to sell at 
practically pre-war prices. The consumer was 
not benefited by this transaction. Government 
reports and statistics indicate, for example,, 
that the exporter paid for the approximate 
300,000,000 bushels of wheat sold for export or 
already exported from 30c to 40c per bushel 
above the 1919 prevailing price or a minimum 
of $90,000,000,000 more than for the same 
amount of 1919 wheat which the farmer sold 
for 70c to $1.20 per bushel below the price re- 
ceived for his 1919 crop of wheat. The in- 
creased cost for transportation under the Esch- 
Cummins Act could not have exceeded $60,-. 
000,000.

not less than $240,000,000 on the export 
wheat alone in 19207 Not the poor starr- 
ing millions of Europe but a few parasite* 
of society as profiteers.

Middle West 


T 


HE sand-dune country of Northern' Indi- 
ana, extending from Gary to the Michigan 
state line, is known to people the world 


over. It is a natural wonderland attractive alike 
to scientist and layman, to him who understands 
its secrets as well as to him who is ignorant of 
its meaning but captivated by its spell. There 
is no natural park like it in this country or any 
other. It is unique. 


In the first place, the dune region is an un- 


inhabitate* wilderness. That there is such a 
spot within a few miles of the center of our 
population and almost at the very doors of 
Chicago is itself worthy of note. Yet, while it 
is a wilderness, it is not a desert. 


Moreover, the dunes are a different world from 


the monotonous flatness of the prairies of Illi- 
nois. They are a country of hills and bluffs, 
gullies and valleys, with all sorts of variations 
—little lakes, bogs, small streams and meadows. 
The beach is probably the finest along inland 
waters anywhere — broad, smooth, clean, free 
from rocks and quicksands, and sloping grad- 
ually into the coolness of Lake Michigan. 


To the average visitor the spectacle of the so- 


called "walking dunes" is the most interesting. 
Here he sees land in the making. Here today is 
a towering dune crowned with flowers and other 
vegetation; tomorrow it is gone, and in its place 
is a great "blow-out" or saucer-shaped excava- 
tion of glistening-sand—a silent testimonial of 
the might of the winds. Today^s a deep gash 
in a bluff; tomorrow it's place is taken by a 
lofty heap of white sand that has come up, grain 
by grain, out of the lake. Today stands a small 
forest on the edge of a great shallow pond; to- 
morrow it is a cemetery, with even the tree 
tops covered by sand marching in from the 
beach. Today one sees a glistening mountain; 
tomorrow it is no more, and its former presence 
is revealed only by gray, somBer tree trunks 
perfectly preserved but denuded of all bark. 


The Indiana sand dunes are a Mecca for geol- 


ogists. For a period estimated as five thousand 
years Lake Michigan has been taking material 
from its west shore, from Chicago northward 
into Wisconsin, and depositing it at the dunes. 
Previous thereto the level of the lake was fifty 
or sixty feet higher than now. and the discharge 
was toward the Mississippi at a point not far 
from the present site of the dunes. During this 
span of time, geologists tell us, .about five hun- 
dred square miles of land were, in this manner, 
washed away and deposited—an unparalleled 
erosion. The student of geology also will be 
able to see here the action of wind and water 
upon the soil; to observe the selecting and re- 
arranging processes which control tho evolution 
of the earth's crust, and which,, usually con- 
suming ages, kere work swiftly almost before 
the eye.—The Dearborn Independent.

Railroads Standing in 


Their Own Light 


We are told that at the present time there 


are more idle freight cars clogging the sidings 
throughout the country than at any previous 
period in the history of the American railroads. 
On March SI there were 495,494 cars idle, ac- 
cording to a report of the American Railway 
Association. An increase of 8,000 cars during 
that month. Of the total surplus slightly more 
than one-half, or 255,065 are coal cars, com- 
pared with 172,850 of this type of car idle on 
March l*t

tude of railroads in refusing to reduce their 
rates on gravel and stone for road work in 
view of the fact that over 260,000 coal or open- 
top cars, used for hauling gravel and stone, are 
now idle on side tracks.

THE NAVAL BILL—BORAH-IZED!

* FEW DAYS ago the House of Representatives passed by a 


A 
record vote the Naval Appropriation Bill with the Borah 


disarmament provision attached as a rider. The senate had 
previously passed the bill and it now requires only the Presi- 
dent's signature to make it luw. 


The bill carries the almost unthinkable sum of $500,000,000 


as the naval appropriation for the bicr.niurn beginning July first 
of the present year. The Borah amendment provides that the 
president shall effect a conference between the three leading 
naval powers,—Eng?r.nd, Japan, and the United States,—with a 
view to the curtailment of naval armaments within the next five 
years. Senator Borah and a group of advocates of disarmament 
"had vigorously opposed the'huge sum included in the naval bill, 
yielding in their opposition only when the Senate agreed to ap- 
pend the disarmament proposal as an amendment. 


Senator King, however, was unyielding in his opposition, 


declaring that the appropriation of such an amount for naval 
purposes was little short of plunder of the public treasury. 
He 


declared that the American people would rise in indignation and 
smite the Congress for its heedlessness of th^public clamor for 
economy and true disarmament. He charged that the amount 
proposed was $200,000.000 in excess of what the real needs of 
the country demand, f-.nd that proponents of the bill had resorted 
to cheap political devices to insure its passage. 


Another significant fact is to be found in the refusal of the 


[louso to adopt the provision of the bill relating to the building 
of naval air-craft, and submarines. 
In other words, the valuable 


lessons of the war in the use of air-craft and submersibles 
meant absolutely nothing to the national solons. They propose 
to go blindly forward with a program of naval construction pre- 
dicted entirely upon pre-war theories. 
They did not even wait 


to learn the results of the aerial bombing experiments being con- 
ducted in the Atlantic, but blithely adopted a bill imposing a tax 
of $5 upon practically every man, woman, and child in the na- 
tion, for the construction of ships that may be obsolete before 
they are finished. Then, after choking the main features of the 
bill down the throats of the American people,—almost ironically, 
they proceeded to clamorously adopt the Borah amendment look- 
ing to disarmament. And so the pretty farce proceeds! 


The Borah plan of a naval holiday for the three great naval 


powers is of itself a splendid move, and a long deferred first step 
in the right direction. The American people may feel grateful 
that it was passed, even as a rider to the outrageous naval bill 
but they will not be deceived by the scheming militarists in Con 
press who would conceal their real designs behind a pacific front 
They are wolves masquerading as sheep. They would prey up- 
on the people's funds,—and yet try to placate their victims with 
an innocent sop. 
They ostentatiously toss a cherished morse1 


to a waiting people, at the same time bleeding a.n already over- 
bled treasury of other hundreds of millions for obsolete ships!
